5. The Court of Admiralty shall have full Jurisdiction to hear and 
decide all Claims and Demands whatsoever in the Nature of Salvage 10

Expense | incurred by them or by their Direction in carrying the same 
into effect. 

81. The Commissioners of Inland Revenue may, if they think it 
necessary to do so, authorize proper Persons for the Sale and Distribu- 
tion of all or any of the Stamps to he used under this Act, and may 20 
allow to such Persons the usual or customary Discount or Poundage 
thereon. 

82. The Commissioners of Inland Revenue shall from Time to 
Time make such Regulations as they shall think fit for the Allowance 

of such Stamps issued under the Provisions of this Act as may have 25 
been spoiled or rendered useless or unfit for the Purpose intended, or 
for which the Owner may have no immediate Use, or which through 
Mistake or Inadvertence may have been improperly or unnecessarily 
used, and such Allowance shall be made either by giving other Stamps 
in lieu of the Stamps so allowed, or by repaying the Amount or Value 30 
to the Owner or Holder thereof, after deducting the Discount or 
Poundage, if any, allowed on Stamps of the like Kind. 

83. The Provisions contained in the several Acts for the Time 
being in force relating to Stamps zcnder the Care or Management of 
tdie Commissioners of Inland Revenue shall {so far as the same are 35 
applicable and consistent with the Provisions of this Act), in all Cases 
not hereby expressly provided for, be of full Force and Effect with 
respect to the Stamps to be provided under and by virtue of this Act, 
and to the Vellum, Parchment, or Paper on or to which the same 
Stamps shall be impressed or affixed, and be affixed, and put in 40 
execution for collecting and securing the Sums of Money denoted 

thereby, 
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thereby, and for preventings detecting, and punishing all Frauds , 

Forgeries, and other Offences relating thereto, as fully and effectually 
to all Intents and Purposes as if such Provisions had been herein 
repeated and specially enacted with reference to the said last-mentioned 
5 Stamps and Sums of Money respectively. 

84-. No Document icliich by any Order as aforesaid ought to have No Docu- 
had a Stamp impressed thereon or affixed thereto shall be received or m ® n ? to d bc 
filed or be used in relation to any Proceeding in the High Court of used unless 
Admiralty, or be of any Validity for any Purpose whatsoever, unless stam P ed - 
10 or until the same shall have a Stamp impressed thereon or affixed 
thereto in the Manner directed by such Order : Provided always, that 
if at any Time it shall appear that any such Document which ought 
to have had a Stamp impressed thereon or affixed thereto has through 
Mistake or Inadvertence been received or fled or used without having 
15 such Stamp impressed thereon or affixed thereto, the Judge of the said 
Court may, if he shall think ft, order that a Stamp not exceeding in 
Value Four Times the Amount of such original Stamp shall be 
impressed thereon or affixed thereto and thereupon , when the proper 
Stamp shall in compliance with such Order have been impressed on 
20 such Document or affixed thereto, such Document and every Pro- 
ceeding in reference thereto shall be as valid and effectual as if such 
Stamp had been impressed thereon or affixed. 

85. If any Officer of the High Court of Admiralty or other Person Officers 
shall do or commit or connive at any fraudulent Act or Practice in 

25 relation to any Stamp to be used under the Provisions of this Act, or wilful Ncg- 
to any Fee or Sum of Money to be collected or which ought to be iationYo U ~ 
collected by means of any Stamp, or if any such Officer or Person Stamps 
shall be guilty of any toilful Act, Neglect, or Omission in relation YYliY lY 30 
to any such Stamp or Fee as aforesaid, whereby any Fee or Sum of 
30 Money which ought to be collected shall be lost or the Payment thereof 
evaded, any such Officer or Person so offending may be dismissed from 
his Office or Employment by the Judge of the said Court. 

86. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Power to 
Treasury, on the Recommendation of the Judge of the High Court of ^fe?pen-° 

35 Admiralty, to order to he paid to any Person now or hereafter holding sions for 
any Office or Employment in the said Court, who shall be afflicted 
with some permanent Infirmity disabling him from the due Execution 
of his Office, or shall be desirous of resigning the same, a Super- 
annuation or Allowance ; and in ascertaining and awarding the 
40 Amount of such Superannuation or Allowance, the said Commissioners 
shall proceed according to the Principle laid down in the Act of the 
[141.] C 3 Fourth 
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Fourth and Fifth Years of King William the Fourth, Chapter 
Twenty-four. 

87. Except where it shall be otherwise expressed, the Provisions 
of this Act shall apply to all Instances, Prize and other Matters, 
Suits, and Proceedings of which the High Court of Admiralty may 5 
legally take cognizance.
